A Danger to Guard Against. 


A Philadelphia paper spc;iks very appreciatively of Ihc 


American Legion, an organization composed of Americans 
who served in (he world war, overseas and at home. There 
are many who did nol go across Ihc water, but they were in 
(he service of their country from-thc time they were mustered 
in until they were honorably discharged, and are therefore 
veterans and eligible to all the rights, honors and privileges 
offered by the great organization to be known as the Ameri- 
can Legion. 


As the Philadelphia paper says, (his organization is lo per- 


•pefuatc the principles established by (he American service men 
in Ihc war, who "are to be gathered into one patriotic brother- 
hood which should prove a commanding influence in stabiliz- 
ing the conditions of human freedom which have been bought 
with their blood and valor." 


The objects of the American Legion, as formally slated, 


are: "To uphold and defend the constitution of the United 
States, to safeguard and transmit lo posterity the principles of 
justice, freedom and democracy for which the members of the 
military and naval forces contended in the war. to maintain 
law and order and fo foster' and perpetuate 100 per cent 


"• Americanism." 


Thai is a platform to which every service man can cheer- 


fully subscribe and one thafwill he endorsed by all loyal Am- 
ericans. Those ends arc worth working for, not only by the 
men who were in the service, but by every lover of his coun- 
try, and if this program is carried out the organization will be 
productive of great good, and good only. 


But, as this paper has before pointed out, there is one danger 


thai must be rigidly guarded against if the American Legion is 
to fulfill the mission for which it is being created, and that is 
the danger of drifting into politics. 
There should he, and 


will be, no restriction of the political rights and privileges of 
the) members, but if there is any attempt lo make the organ- 
ization, as such, a distinctive political force the confidence and 
respect of the public will be lessened perceptibly and its work 
will fail to be as effective as it will be if the original program 
is adhered to. 


I t i i s inevitable that many service men will be called upon 


to further, serve their country in positions of public trust and 
'responsibility.' There are many among them who arc emi- 
nently capable of such service and it will be a pleasure IpMhc 
electorate to bestow honors worthily earned, but the call to' 
these positions should come from an appreciative people-vol- 
untarily and nol as the demand of an organization. 


And flic members of the Legion should in ail cases retain 


their individual convictions and entire freedom of political 
action. It would be a sorry day for the organization and the 
country if the time should come when ihC American Legion 
was regarded as a body seeking an undue share in the control 
•of public affairs or political preferment for its members. 


It is'-lo.Jjf-liope'tii.ll^U such a lime will never come, but al- 


ready there have' been indications ntare or less pronounced 
that thoughts of such a development are in the minds of some. 
It is the one great danger to be guarded against by a body of 
men who stand high in the estimation of the country and who 
should never forfeit, through political ambition, one jot of tlie 
high respect in which they are now held.
